WOMEN WILL MAKE 


BLOODY REPRISALS 


Heavy Sentence Given Mrs. 
Pankhurst Promises to 
Cause Series of Violent 
Outbreaks in England. 

HUMAN LIFE IN PERIL, 

SAY SUFFRAGETTES 


It Is Declared That Life Will 
No Longer Be Respected. 
Mrs. Pankhurst Declares 
She Will Starve Herself. 


_London, April 8.—The sentence of 
three years’ penal servitude imposed 
on Mrs. Emmeline Pankhurst, leader of 
the militant suffragettes for forcing 
her followers to destroy property, has 
aroused the militants’ fury and they 
threaten strong reprisals. 

When sentence was pronounced by 
the judge, Sir Charles Montague Lush, 
in the Old Balley sessions today, Mrs. 
Pankhurst, although her face blanched, 
showed as defiant an attitude as ever, 
declaring she would fight to the end. 

One of the militant leaders, in an- 
nouncing the intentions of the suffra- 
gwettes, went so far as to say that even 
human life would no longer be respect- 
ed. In London, Glasgow and other 
Places throughout the country enthusi- 
astic meetings were held tonight, andi 
every mention of Mrs. Pankhurst 
brought forth loud cheers. 

Human Life in Peril. 

Those who are to carry. on the fight 
during the leader's incarceration, whica 
nobody beliéves will be for long, 
breathed defiance to the government 
and promised the fight would be waged 
more furiously than ever. One of the 
leaders, whose name is_ suppressed, 
gave out the following statement: 

“Human life is now in peril, for we 
have resolved no longer to respect it, 
and trouble of all sorts must be faced 
by us.” 

This statement did not cause Ssur- 
prise, for the women, who at first only 
set fire to unoccupied houses, have 
made attempts in the last few days t9 
fire occupted residences. 

While the speakers at the _ public 
meetings did not go so far as the 
anonymous leader, they promised that 
the agitation would be very activeiy 
conducted, and appealed to the women 
to show their indignation at the sen- 
tence by some definite deed. 

At Glasgow, Mrs. Johns, one of the 
most militant among the suffragettes, 
declared that the militancy of the past 
would be “the merest pin pricks to 
what would happen almost at once all 
over the country.” 

She described what the women in- 
tended to do as “the coming reign of 
terror.” 

To Stagger Humanity. 

Other women declared that what 
they would do would “more than stag- 
ger humanity.” 

Scotland Yard, aroused by the threats 
of the women, has sent out warnings 
to owners and tenants of property of 
possible developments, and the police 
everywhere taking unusual pre- 
cautions. 

In closing a meeting held under the 
auspices of the Women's Social and 
Political union tonight, Annie Kenney 
appealed to those who were indignant 
at the long sentence passed on Mrs. 
Pankhurst to come forward in the 
next forty-eight hours and show thelr 
indignation by some definite deed. 

“It is always the law-breakers who 
make things added. 

There were repeated cheers at every 
mention of Mrs. Pankhurst’s name. 
Miss Kenney, who presided, wondered 
if the judges in summing up realized 
that instead of stopping the agitation 
to win-the vote he was only fan- 
ning the flames. “Do they think,” 
she asked, “that while Mrs. Pankhurst 
is in prison the women are going to 
sit down like a flock of sheep until 
she comes out? Militancy will go on, 
and it will become more furious than 
ever.”

HUERTA 10 RESIGN 
TO RESTORE PEACE 
T0 RIVEN MEXICO 


It Is Said That General Huer- 
ta Will Take This Step in 
Effort to Satisfy All Fac- 


tions. 


LASCURAIN SELECTED 
TO SUCCEED HUERTA 


Proposed for Lascurain to 
Take Office as Successor to 
Madero, and to Serve Out 

the Murdered

El Paso, Texas, April 3.—To gatisfy 
all factions in the Mexican melee, Gen- 
eral Huerta has agreed to the naming 
of Pedro as provisional 
president, said advices neceived here 
today directly from the national capi- 
tal. Lascurain would serve out the 
unexpired term of the late President 
Madero. 

As minister of exterior relations 
Madero’s former cabinet, Lascurain 
entitled to serve as next in line, 
view of the deaths of Madero and Vice 
President Suarez. The Huerta ecabi- 
net would be retained by the compro- 
mise. 

This arrangement, it is said, hag 
been offered to the constitutionalists 
now fighting the Huerta government 
in northern Mexico. It is declared 
that Governor Carranza, of Coahuila 
has agreed and that the Sonora insur- 
rectionists will fall in line. 

Huerta Between Two Fires. 

The decision of the present provis 
ional president is said to have been 
occasioned by the recent uprising of 
Zapata in the south, which places the 
Huerta forces between two fires. 

Mexican military men here estimate 
that Huerta has not more than 14,000 
troops in all Mexico . with which to 
meet the situation. This ig even less 
than Porfirio Diaz possessed in com- 
bating the Madero revolution. Madero, 
on taking office, began recruiting vol- 
unteer troops with the ex-'!ngurrecto 
corps as a basis.‘ In the meantime the 
regular army was not recruited to 
normal strength. The desertion to the 
opposing side of the majority of the 
volunteer groups has left the actual 
government forces far below par.

IN FLOOD DISTRICT 


Work of Flood Fighters Is 
Hampered and Danger to 
Levees Increased — Reliev- 
ing the Sufferers. 


Catro, Ill., Aprti 3.—Rain falling in 
a steady downpour and flood water 
washing against the sacks of sand 
Piled on the concrete levee wall, 
changed conditions materially here to- 
night. Although the weather change 
naturally would carry with it a nega- 
tive outlook for the welfare of the 
city, a confidence seems to have 
sprung up among the oitizens who 
have worked hardest to prevent Cairo’s 
destruction that appeared to offset it. 

Day after day the residents have 
watched the flood water climb on the 
gauge until tonight it stood slightly 
above 54.6. The old record was 54.5. 
There is only a few inches of space be- 
tween the surface of the water and the 
top of the concrete wall. 

Ensign Melvin, in charge of the dis- 
patch boat service between Cairo and 
Mound City, IIL, reported tonight that 
the levee was still holding at the lat- 
ter place, but that the Ohio waters had 
backed into Cache river to an alarming 
height, and that the levee back of the 
town appeared quite (weak. Most of 
the 600 persons there are now en- 
camped in the courthouse, including 
two companies of guardsmen. 

Lieutenant 8S. B. Buckner, U. S. *A., 
has ordered constructed fifty flat boats 
to be placed throughout low sections 
of the city in case of emergency. A 
planing mill reported it would have 
that number completed tomorrow. 

The commissary department of the 
city, looking out for food for labor- 


, ers 


and needy families, reported to- 
that there were suppHes on 
hand for ten days. 

The rain tonight made conditions 
decidedly uncomfortable for the sol- 
diers, who were compelled to prepare 
their “supper mess’’ on a barge. 

Work along the levee front tonight 
was impossible because of the down- 
pour, though there was a large supply 
of sacks waiting to be placed.

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German Military Dirigible 
Zeppelin IV. Lands 
French Territory and Is 
Seized.

Luneville, France, April 3.—The Ger- | 
man military dirigible airship Zeppe- | 
lin IV landed in the military parade 
grounds here today and was seized by 
the French authorities. 

The incident has caused tremendous 
excitement, notwithStanding the Ger- 
man officers aboard the airship, ex- 
plained that they had been lost in the 
clouds and did not Know they had, 
crossed the French frontier. |

ports that German dirigibles had been 
observed or heard nightly hovering | 
over the forts.

People Were Startled. 

The people of Luneville, therefore, 
were considerably startled shortly be-' 
fore noon today when a brownish-yel- 
low airship appeared at a great height. 
in the clouds, coming from the direc- | 
tion of Nancy. The airship was lost) 
to view, but reappeared an hour later. | 
It was apparent that the pilot was! 
having a battle with the wind and/| 
that he was making an effort to reach | 
the earth. Finally a safe landing was | 
made in the parade grounds where two/'| 
squadrons of cavalry were drilling. 
The cavalrymen rode up and formed 
a cordon. They caught the ropes | 
thrown from the dirigible and securely | 
moored it. . 

The local authorities and Brigadier | 
General Antide Leon Lescot immedi- | 
ately were summoned and were closely 
followed by a huge crowd of excited 
people.. It required the efforts of two 
companies of infantry to keep the in- 
dignant populace at a safe distance. 

Zeppelin IV, which is of the latest 
and largest model, carried ten passen- 
gers, of whom four were officers in 
uniform, a Prussian captain and lieu- 
tenant and two Wurtemburger lieuten- 
ants. 

The Germans Explain. 

The captain explained to General 
Lescot that the Zeppelin was under- 
going a test prior to being taken over 
by the war department. They left 
Friedrichshafen early in the morning 
bound for the Grand Duchy of Baden. 

With the intention of making ascen- 
sion trial they had mounted to a 
heighth of 3,000 metres (about 9,750 
feet) and had lost their course in the 
clouds. They. were carried along by 
a strong east wind and observing the 
cavalry thought they had reached 
Saarbrucken. As they were short of 
gasoline they decided to land. They 
did not know they had crossed the 
French frontier. 

The chief officer of the engineer 
corps at Luneville removed the mag- 
netos from the engines so that the 
airship could not get under way and 
the cabin was searched for photogra- 
phic apparatus, sKetches, or similar 
articles. Nothing of that nature, how- 
ever, was found. 

The German officers were permitted 
to telephone to Friedrichshafen for a 
supply of hydrogen and for mechani- 
clans. 

Flew German Flag. 


Some of the spectators who witnessed 
the landing of the Zeppelin say she had 
a German flag flying, but when near 
the ground it was hastily hauled down, 
torn to pieces and thrown away, ap- 
parently with the idea of avoiding any 
unpleasant incident. 

After the German officers had an- 
swered the questions of General Les- 
cot and had been searched they were 
taken to a hotel. 

No instructions have yet been recelv- 
ed from the minister of war regarding 
the disposition of the airship. 

Meanwhile it is solidly moored and

President Wilson Is Told That 
the Senate Will Not Stand

COMPROMISE IS LIKELY 
IN REGARD TO SUGAR 


Wilson Confers With Leaders: 
and. Sweeping Canvass of 
Senate Is to Be Made—De- 
cision to Rest With Wilson. 


Washington, April 3.—Completion of 
the new tariff revision Dill, the char- 
acter of the duty to be levied upon 
sugar, and the extent to which Pres- 
ident Wilson will give the support of 
the administration to the completed 
measure, depended tonight upon the 
success that might attend efforts of 
the president to reach an agreement 
with senate tariff leaders. 

The riff situation shifted to the 
senate today with the prospect of 
much work ahead of the chief execu- 
tive to smooth over disputed points, 
and to bring the senate, the house and 
his own views into harmony before 
the new bill is brought out to the 
gaze of the public. Senators Simmons, 
Stone and Hoke Smith, all members of 
the finance committee, had a long 
conference with President Wilson this 
evening. At its conclusion, Senator 
Simmons, chairman of the committee 
said the conference had been in every 
way satisfactory to the senate memé- 
bers. 

Some Changes Must Be Made. 

A sweeping canvass of the senatd 
has been undertaken to determine just 
how far democratic members of that 
body will go in support of the policies 
laid down by the president. The de- 
cision to put raw wool on the free 
list, and the threat of free sugar have 
stirred up the democratic forces of the 
senate to such an extent that members 
of the finance committee told the pres- 
ident tonight some important changes 
would have to be made in the present 
draft of the bill, if it is te meet with 
a cordial reception when it reaches 
the senate. 

The president also saw Senator 
Hughes, of New Jersey, member of the 
finance committee and a radical re- 
visionist, and Senator John W. Kern, 
the democratic leader of the senate. 
His conference with Senator Kern, 
which followed that’ with members of 
the finance committee, is understood 
to have given the president a fairly 
accurate idea of the sentiment pre- 
vailing in the senate over the pro- 
posed free wool and reduced sugar 
duties; and over the sweeping reduc- 
tions in other states that have been 
determine upon by the hous ecommit- 
tee on ways and means. 

Cempromise on Sugar. 

Today's developments included the 
practical completion of the bill by the 
house ways and means committee, 
along the lines agreed to with the 


president. 
It appeared fairly certain tonight 
that either the sugar duty would be 


compromised at 1 cent per pound, pos- 
sibly with a provision that it should 


be entirely abolished in three years; 
or that there should be a gradual re- 
duction of 25 per cent per year from 
the existing duty, until it had dis- 
appeared. 

The senate leaders have made it 
clear that it would be impossible to 
pass a bill carrying both free wool 
and free sugar. 

The senate leaders did not reach any 
general agreement with the president. 
The results of their conference will be 
laid before the full democratic mem- 
bership of the finance committee at a 
meeting called for 10:30 o'clock tomor- 
row morning. The determination of 
the committee then as to disputed 
questions will guide Senator Simmons 
in future conferences with the presi- 
dent and with Chairman Underwood, 
of the ways and means committee. 

“We went over all the debated 
points in the bill with the president 
tonight,” said Senator Simmons, “and

House leaders are prepared to enact 
the entire tariff revision with a single 
bill, but the attitude of the president 
will depend upon the rates that are 
finally agreed to wpon sugar and upon 
certain food products still open to de- 
bate. 

Several members of the senate fi- 
nance committee insist they will not 
accept a general bill A proposal now 
is under consideration between the 
president, the senate and the house

At the annual meeting of the Geor- 
gia division of the National Farmers’ 
union In the senate chamber yesterday, 
able addresses were made before the 
business session washeld. There was 
an attendance of about 300 farmers 
from nearly every section of the state. 
The opening public meeting was pre- 
sided over by Charles 8S. Barrett, the 
president of the national union, and 
he introduced the speakers. 

The chief addresses were made by 
Luctan M. Rhodes, president of the 
Tennessee Farmers’ union, and Dr. A. 
M. Soule, president of the Georgia Ag- 
ricultural college. 

Will Tour the State. 

At the’ close of the addresses it was 
announced that Mr. Rhodes would 
make a tour of Georgia for the pur- 
pose of speaking to the farmers and 
reorganizing the unions. The places 
and dates for his speeches so far ar- 
ranged are as follows: 

July 7, Monroe, Walton county; July 
8. Statesboro, Bulloch county; July 9, 
Swainsboro, Emanuel county; July 10, 
Dublin, Laurens county; July 11, Edi- 
s0n, Calhoun county; Jply 12, Jackson, 
Butts county, and Fapetteville, Fay- 
ette county. 

Mr. Rhodes spoke of the farmers’ 
union, ofits present condition, of what 
it had done and what it should do. He 
said that without co-operation the 
farmers could never hope for that 
measure of success to which they weré 
justly entitled. 

Farniers and Politicians. 

Speaking of how the farmers had 
been deceived by law-~makers, he said’ 

“For years, with clock-work regu- 
larity, the partisan politician has come 
around with his lovely heart-search- 
ing, vote-lifting smile that would 
melt the horns off a goat, election- 
eering and bottoneholing us farmers 
and holding our hands like a lemon 
SQueezer; looking so wise you would 
think his brains would sink a shfp:

RECORD COMPILER 


Well-Known Writer on Geor- 
gia History Appointed to 


Succeed Northen in’Prepar- 
ing Archives. ; 


Lucian Lamar Knight has been ap- 
pointed by Governor Brown to succeed 
the late ex-Governor W. J. Northen as 
official compiler of the state’s colonial, 
revolutionary and confe lerate records. 
The appointment is considered a most 
excellent one, for Mr. Knight is well- 
posted on the records of the state, and 
is an able historian and writer. 

He was born in Atlanta on February 
| 9, 1868, and is a son of Captain George 
| Walton and Mrs. Clara Corinne Knight.

late Governor Northen. 

Seen last night in regard to the gov- 
erner’s appointment, Mr. Knight said: 

“Governor Brown’s tender of this im- 
portant. office has come to me in a 
manner extremely gratifying. I have 
never taken an active part in politics. 
Public office has never been in the 
path of my ambitions. But from the 
time I left the state university I have 
been a student of Georgia’s history, 
and for more than eight years past I 
have labored almost exclusively in this 
field of research. I have just completed 
a two-volume work on Georgia, to be 
issued this spring. Altogether, my re- 
searches in this direction have yielded 
'four volumes. These have been in the 
nature of a preparation for the im- 
portant work which the governor 
| wishes me to do. Georgia is one of 
- the richest states of the union in his- 
' toric lore, scarcely a tithe of which 
has yet been gathered. Governor Can- 
dler has rendered the state a priceless 
service in the work of compiling Geor- 
gia’s colonial, revolutionary and confed- 
| erate records. To this debt, Governor 
|'Northen has made substantial addi- 
|tions. But much still remains to be 
done—a gap of more than seventy-five 
years is yet to be bridged. 

Long Period Yet Uncovered. 

“For the period extending from 1785 
to 1861,no records have yet been com- 
piled. Strange to say, there is not an 
elaborate history in Georgia today 
which deals with this period. The 
great histories written by McCall and 
Stevens and Jones end practically with 
the formation of the state government 
Avery's history of Georgia deals solely 
with the confederate period. There are 
some splendid elementary text-books 
whose scope is somewhat comprehen- 
sive, like the School History of Geor- 
gia, written by Lawton B. Evans, and 
the brief histories by Major Charles E, 
Smith, Miss Frances Mitchell, Dr 
ge G. Smith, Mr. Charles Edge- 
‘worth Jones and others; but most of 
these are intended for beginners. They 
‘concern themselves only with a bird’s- 
eye view of events. They make no at- 
tempt to cover the field in detail... But, 
with these exceptions, there is not a 
history in Georgia today covering this 
mementous period of the state's his- 
tory; and,to make bad matters worse, 
' the records for this period are rapidly 
' decaying. Ina few years, unless res- 
cued by the compiler, these will be ab- 
'solutely lost to the future historian.

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WOOL AND SUGAR. 


The chief remaining points of difference 
in the virtually completed tentative draft 
of the new tariff bill are the wool and 
is well now to

sugar schedules, and it 
sound a note of warning 
mistake be made with regard to these two 
items generally .conceded to supersede all 
others in importance. 

Up to the present time it appears that 
the wishes of President Wilson and Mr. 
Bryan have controlled the ways and means 
committee, and that the latter will recom- 
mend unanimously that wool be placed on 
the free list. 

The wool duty is now approximately 60 
per cent ad valorem. The last reduction 
made by congress was to 2U per cent, and 
was vetoed by President Taft. The first 
provisional draft of the new bill submitted 
to President Wilson cut the tariff to 15 
per cent, taking three-fourths off the pre- 
vailing rate. The president and Mr. Bryan 
stood out for wool absolutely duty free, 
and their position has been accepted by 
the ways and means committee. 

This brings us to the sugar schedule, 
which is still unsettled, and which is said 
to be the cause of considerable perturba- 
tion in the entire democratic 
one contingent standing for free sugar and 
the other for a reduced duty. 

The Constitution would like both wool 
and sugar placed on the free list if that 
can be consistently accomplished. 

But there is distinct danger in the pro- 
posal that a democratic congress remove 
the last tariff bar to wool while keeping 
up the bars protecting sugar.

To 
a great many others it has a very practical] 
bearing on their life after commencement. 
Greek is the basis of much of our language. 
Many of the most important professions 
and callings in life demand a knowledge of 
the classics or leave their followers defi- 
nitely handicapped. To deny the young 
men who plan to enter these vocations a 
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proper equipment and to all other boys 
who wish to learn the origin of our lan- 
guage the right to do so, is an injustice 
with which it would be difficult to be 
patient. 

Neglect or minimize the practical and 
utilitarian features? By no means! Make 
the opportunities there as broad and free 
as possible. Already the city is doing that, 
in its academic curriculum and in its tech- 
nological high school especially set aside 
for training in this direction.

What this city needs, can afford 
and is willing to pay for is not a gradually 
narrowing, but a gradually broadening edu- 
cational system. Any other policy is retro- 
gression. 

Following the proposed policy of eliml- 

nation to its logical conclusion, trigonome- 
try, geometry, the higher mathematics gen- 
erally, psychology and many of the topics 
in the high school curriculum would go to 
the discard. For only a part of the young 
men who take these topics find them useful 
in business life! If that test is to be the 
sine qua non of our standards, then the 
whole curriculum will be paralyzed and the 
doors of every college in the country closed 
our graduates. 
The discussion should be dropped with- 
out delay. No twentieth century city can 
afford to declare for inequality of educa- 
tional opportunity, much less confess to the 
world that it is stingy enough to withhold 
from its young men access to a language 
that has symbolized culture and refinement 
throughout sacred and profane history. 


AIDING CRIPPLES. 


The first actual impetus to what should 
develop into one of the most. splendid 
practical philanthropies in Georgia is given 
by J. L. Prior, of Atlanta, who, in response 
to the appeal launched by The Constitu- 
tion, has contributed $100 toward an insti- 
tution where indigent cripples may be 
treated. Mr. Prior states that he is only a 
salaried man, but that the need strikes him 
as so urgent and deserving that he is will- 
ing to make sacrifices to aid in its fulfill- 
ment. Certainly if a man of moderate 
means can give so generously to a cause of 
this nature, scores of wealthy Georgians 
should find in it a channel for the exercise 
of their public-spirited impulses. 

The situation is, indeed, one of pathetic 
appeal. Throughout Georgia the:ec are 2,000 
children with all manner of deformities that 
would yield readily to the knife of the 
modern surgeon and to a few months after- 
treatment. Several surgeons in Atlanta 
will gladly donate their services. But the 
parents of these little unfortunates have 
not means enough to pay for the, child's 
upkeep at a hospital or boarding house 
while under treatment; in dozens of cases 
hardly enough to pay railroad fare to At- 
lanta. 

It is this poor but deserving class that 
the kind-hearted surgeons and welfare 
workers of Atlanta are most anxious to 
reach, but they are powerless unless aided 
by society or the state. Arguing simply 
from the economic standpoint, Mr. Prior 
puts the matter unanswerably as follows: 

“As a business proposition we will 
Sume that one ‘hundred cases would be 
treated and cured during a year’s time, and 
eStimating fifty of these could eventually 
ret work that would pay them $1,000 per 
year, the other fifty $600 per vear, we see a 
result netting $80,000 per year, or an aver- 
ag of $800 each to those who would be 
unable to accomplish this without the nec- 
surgical attention.

MR. KNIGHT’S MISSION. 


Governor Brown has wrought a service 
to the state in the appointment of Lucian 
L. Knight, the well-known aut. and his- 
torian, as compiler of the public records of 
Georgia to succeed the late Governor W. J. 
Northen. The appointment insures tuat the 
proper compilation of the annals of Geor- 
gia, so long and shamelessly neglected, will 
now be completed with faultless accuracy. 

This important historic mission was 
originally undertaken by Governor Allen D. 
Candler, and covered very largely the colo- 
nial and revolutionary periods in Georgia. 
bringing the records up to virtually the per 
manent organization of the state. Governor 
Candler then skipped a 60-year interval that 
he might compile the records of the civil 
war period while he might secure first- 
hand data from its personal survivors. 
Before completing this phase he died and 
was succeeded by Governor Northen, who 
carried the civil war era practically to a 
conclusion. 

The period now to be preserved and set 
in proper perspective is that vastly fertile 
and important epoch between the early 
part of the past century and the outbreak 
of the civil war—a six-decade interval con- 
taining some of the history most vital to 
the commonwealth. 

Of chapters in Georgia's life, 
fruitful, significant and dramatic, there is 
not even the pretense of a history extant. 
(pon the continuation of the work begun 
by Governors Candler and Northen de- 
pends the saving of the chronicles of this 
era from all save personal memory and 
fragmentary legend. Most of the material] 
is now buried in the archives of the state, 
the original documents in many instances 
moldering to swift decay. Unless their 
contents are quickly. digested by the prop 
erly equipped mind and the significance o1 
this big epoch set forth with proper em. 
phasis, a leading link in the state's history 
will be lost. 

Elsewhere Mr. Knight interestingly dis- 
cusses his plan of operation for recovering 
and reconstructing the chronicles of thig 
important period. Governor Brown could 
have designated no man in Georgia more 
peculiarly fitted for this exacting task. Mr. 
Knight's work for the past several years 
has dealt largely with the compilation of 
Georgia history and biography, and he 
knows its turns and crannies and unwrit- 
cen chapters as does no other individual. 
The appointment came to him absolutely 
unsolicited, and is a rare tribute to his 
recognized pre-eminence in a difficult vo- 
cation.

Orators.

“I have often wondered whether Gen- 
eral Garfield would have followed the rule 
which he once told me he. had laid down 
for himself by means of which he would 
be able, as he 
thought, to mdintain 
the reputation which 
he had gained as an 
orator.” 

This was a state- 
ment made to me by 
Senator Chauncey M. 
Depew shortly after 
his first term as 
United States Sena- 
tor from New York 
began. I had asked 
the senator whether 
he thought the floor 
of the senate was as 
good a place for ora- 
tory in the best 
meaning of that 
term as it was thirty 
or forty years ago, E. J. Edwards. 
and, in fact, from the beginning of the gov- 
ernment until within a few years. 

“I had a long talk with General Garfield, 
a short time after his nomination for the 
presidency in 1880,” said Senator Depew. 
“It was a delightful hour or two which I 
spent with him. We talked very little about 
contemporary politics. Our conversation 
drifted into the field of oratory and the dis- 
cussion of some of the great orators of the 
past. 

“T have long regarded General 
as one of the great American 
had many of the qualifications 
essential if awman is to succeed 
of oratory. In the first place, 
man of imposing physical stature; 
he was he was well proportioned. 

“In addition, Garfleld had an almost per- 
fect voice. It was not of a tenor or flute- 
like quality, but it was rich, and, I presume, 
if he were a singer he would have been 
ognized as presenting a great bass voice. I 
think his voice carried further than the 
usual limit for intelligible outdoor speaking; 
that is to say, he could be distinctly heard 
and without straining his voice by a crowd 
numbering a good deal more than five or 
six thousand, which is commonly regarded 
as the limit beyond which an outdoor speak- 
er cannot make his voice heard. He had, 
too, that unexplainable quality which is 
sometimes designated by the personal- 
ity, and that is a quality which is vital if 
a reputation be 
gained. 

“For this reason I was very glad to have 
General Garfield explain to rulee which 
he had laid down. He said that a high repu- 
tation a8 an orator is almost always gained 
before a man is 45 years of age, usually ata 
much younger age. The orator establishes 
his reputation almost before he is 50. Web- 
ster’s great speech in reply to Senator 
Hayne in the United States senate was made 
when the former was just about 50 years 
of age. Edward Everett's reputation was at 
its climax before he was 60. After that 
people who heard him began to say that he 
was losing his great geHt as an orator. 

“Garfield said to me that he had de- 
cided that whatever reputation he had gain- 
ed as an orator had been earned while 
was a member of the house 
tives and before he was 45 years 
He had therefore decided that he 
longer attempt to make formal 
In public life he would be compelled to 
speak and it would be necessary for him to 
gro upon the platform, but he purposed con- 
fining himself to plain, unadorned state- 
ments.

DID PAUL REVERE 
TAKE HIS RIDE?

clouds. Mind as perfectly balanced as his 


machine. 

Comment.— Between the frontier gun- 
fighter of the early ‘70s and the aviator of 
today there is a marked resemblance. The 
mind of the aviator works automati- 
eally. If his machine tips slightly, his mind 
automatically registers the impression of 
that tip, and automatically delivers an order 
to the hands. The old-time western gun. 
fighter’s mind worked in much the same 
way. When Wild Bill was shot in the back 
of the head, his mind, even as the bullet 
crashed into his brain, delivered a message 
to his hands which half-pulled his revolvers 
from the holsters. Constant danger breeds a 
type of little imagination; for, after a man 
has exhausted the program of bright-eyed 
danger, there is little left for imagination. 


No poem in the English language is more 
familiar to the American reader than that of 
Longfellow’s “Paul Revere’s Ride.” Had not 
Longfellow put this exploit into such a strik- 
ing rhyme it is doubtful if many persons 
would have ever heard of Paul Revere. There 
is a letter extant, written by John Hancock 
to Elbridge Gerry under date of April 18, 
1775, which would go to show that there is 
much doubt about the authenticity of Long- 
fellow’s account of this midnight ride. - 

By this letter, which was written three 
hours before the alleged start of Paul Re- 
to warn the American officers of the 
coming of the British troops, it would appear 
that the Committee of Safety knew all about 
the whereabouts of the British, and that, 
therefore, there could have been no occasion 
for Revere’s risking his neck to warn them. 

An effort has been made from some quar- 
ters to try to prove that no such person as 
Paul Revere existed, but there is no doubt 
that he was an active engraver in Boston, as 
two of his Boston maps and an engraving of 
Copley’s portrait of Samuel Adams are still 
extant. did some very creditable 
service for the American cause, but historians 
do all agree that the ride should be 
included, and, at any rate, many of the most 
prominent of them dispute the Longfethew 
account. : 

Justin Winsor, in discussing the subject, 
said: “The ride of Paul Revere has grown 
to be a household tale in the spirited verse 
of Longfellow, but, as in almost all of that 
poet’s treatment of historical episodes, he 
paid little attention to exactness of facts, and 
has widely and often without poetic neces- 
sity turned the channel of events.” 

The chief document in favor of Revere 
having made a warning ride to Lexington is

his own letter to Dr. Belnap, written in 1798. 
and still extant. This was sent twenty-four 
years after the events which he described 
and was to be published not over bis signa- 
ture, but as a communitation from “A Son of 
1775." In this document his ride 
takes a minor place, and he does not claim 
for it any determining influence on the 
events of the famous nineteenth of April. 

The letter is largely devoted to evidence 
of the treason of a certain Dr. Church, a 
member of the Committee of Safety in Bos- 
ton. It begins by telling of this club of 
Patriotic mechanics, meeting at the Green 
Dragon, their secrets confided only to War- 
ren, Hancock, Church and a few others. 
Revere learned that the British knew thetr 
plans and they changed their meeting place 
with no effect. Then comes the ride inct- 
dent, differing widely Longfellow's 
version. 

Revere’s one point of emphasis was that 
he “heard and saw” the fatal first shot at 
Lexington common, but could not see who 
fired it. That was an important point at the 
time, and volumes of evidence has since been 
taken to try to settle whether British or 
colonials fired first. Revere then returns 
to Dr. Church and produces weighty reason 
for believing him to have been the man who 
betrayed their plans to Gage. In addition to 
this there was contemporary evidence of the 
lantern hanging, but as Revere himself calls 
this a signal to officers at Charlestown, it 
does not require the ride to have followed. 

Against the ride is evidence which proves 
beyond dispute that the patriots were aware 
of the British plans long before the march 
was attempted. Earl Percy relates that 
while attending to the mustering of the 
British troops on the evening of April 18, 
a bystander said to him, “You will miss your 
goal.” “And what is that?” Percy asked. 
“The cannon at Concord,” the man replied, 
and Perey hurried to Gage, declaring they 
had been betrayed. 

This was known in Concord early on 
April 18, for the cannon were moved to Gro- 
ton and the Groton Minute Men marched to 
Concord in anticipation of the British ap- 
proach. The question, how did they know? 
has a possible romance. Gage was married 
to the daughter of Peter Kemble, a New Jer- 
sey patriot, and contemporary accounts refer 
the information to the British general's 
American wife. 

Revere was an express rider for the Com- 
mittee of Safety, and he might easily have 
confused this particular night with many 
others, especially as he wrote his letter 
twenty-four years after the event. There 
was one famous ride which he took to Ports- 
mouth, N. H., to rouse the patriots there to 
seize the British cannon. There is no disput- 
able evidence for or against the Lexington 
ride as Paul told it, but many good authori- 
ties now agree that the Longfellow account 
is absolutely untenable.

The Need of Mexico

One cannot but reflect, at the present 
morent, how grave a disaster for all con- 
cerned was the revolution which overthrew 
General Porfirio Diaz. 

It was justified by its promoters on the 
Plea that the country was fit for democracy 
and that the people at large were desirous 
of exercising their political rights. 

But the fact is that no gain in demo- 
cratic evolution has resulted from the move- 
ment, while, on the contrary, the country 
has been plunged into chronic disorders, 
which, now at last, it may be hoped, are 
about to end; brigandage has taken a new 
lease of life; the finances of the government, 
which: had been carried to a high pitch of 
prosperity under the administration of Gen- 
have been compromised: wealth 
has been wasted; the credit and good pame 
of the republic have been impaired: the 
investment of foreign capital has been 
checked: thousands of lives have been sacri- 
ficed. and untold suffering and sorrow have 
entered countless Mexican homes. 

And all for what? 
single advantage to offset such manifold and 
manifest evils? 

The whole Mexican people must make up 
their minds to a painful process of recon- 
struction. 

We are afraid that the result of this ex- 
periment, wherever the blame may le, will 
discourage any move for some time to come 
in the direction of practical democracy. We 
said the other day that the Maderv admin- 
istration started out with an honest and 
sincere endeavor to reduce its theories of 
democracy to practice, but whether the mils- 
carriage was due to that administration or 
to the Mexican people, who failed to appreci- 
ate their opportunity, or to both, there can 
be no doubt that the attempt did fail and 
fail disastrously. Further experiments ip 
premature democracy, just now, might prove 
absolutely fatal and complete the ruin which 
has been begun. 

It were well for all Mexicans 
to remember the old scholastic apothegm: 
“Prius est asse quam taliter esse.” It is 
more important that there shauld be a 
Mexico than that there should be such and 
such a Mexico.

JUDGE SPEER’S UNIQUE 
RULING ON CROP MORTGAGES 


Macon, Ga., April 3.—(Speclal.)-—The 
}commanding role played by the crop 
mortgage, or lien, in Georgia agricul- 
ture, and the fact that such a docu- 
ment takes right-of-way over older 
Papers and court judgments is unique- 
ly brought out in a decision of Judge 
Emory Speer. The case is that of J. 
H. Beard, bankrupt, of Wilkes county. 
J. O. and N. B. Chenault, also of Wilkes, 
had put in a claim based on crop mort- 
gages. A. L. Anderson intervened with 
a note given by Beard nineteen years 
ago, but on which interest and renew- 
als had never been charged 
Judge Speer pays a picturesque trib- 
ute to that gentlemanly trait which 
kept Wilkes neighbors from pressing 
each other, but upholds the crop mort- 
gage of the Chenaults as a prior claim 
to the much older note of the Ander- 
sons. 
His opinion follows in part: 
Honesty in Wilkes. 


“Thousands of crop mortgages there 
were in all these years in Wilkes. All 
matured and most were paid, for in 
Wilkes the payment of honest debd¢s 
was a sine qua non to distinction, in- 
deed, to social rank. What harvests 
of corn and cotton, of melons, of 
peaches and all the other varied 
wealth which nature pours into Geor- 
gia’s lap, was garnered in ‘these pro- 
life years by Beard, we do not know, 
but through all Anderson, like Gallio 
in Holy writ, cared for none of these 
things. Not until Beard had done his 
Dest and failed were courts and sheriffs 
troubled with the long dormant claim 
In 1911 the suit of the Rasin Fertilizer 
company for the use of A. 8S. Anderson 
against J. H. Beard appears for the 
first time on the dockets of Wilkes su- 
perior court. In the meantime bank- 
ruptcy intervenes. The ‘uniform system’ 
made possible by the ‘sages and pa- 
triots,” who framed the constitution, 
takes effect, and so no judgment as 
yet has been entered on the records of 
said superior court. The trustee i!n 
bankruptcy is appointed. The crop 
mortgage is filed and then that official 
of the bankruptcy court reaches the 
conclusion that the vital security by 
which the Georgia farmer is year after 
year kept ‘a going concern’ must be 
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held subordinate and inferior in rank 
to the uncomplete proceedings to en- 
force the chose in action Anderson s0 
long ago bought from the Rasin Fer- 
tilizer company. By the trustees the 
mortgage is attacked. Insufficient he 
contends is the description of the 
values pledged. Now the description 
language is: 

“*All my crop of cotton of 100 acres, 
now up and growing on lands of B. M. 
Walten, also 30 acres of corn on same 
place, up and growing; 20 acres of 


Mrs. J. D. Hill’s place, up and grow- | 


ing. 

“It is true that this description 
leaves something to imagination, but 
it has seemed sufficient to the courts 
of the state by whose rulings on such 
questions we are probably controlled. 
; It is moreover insisted that this 
was not recorded until 
after Anderson’s action on the fertli- 
lizer note was. filed. This, however, 
does not affect the validity of the crop 
mortgage as between Chenault and 
Beard, nor can it effect the ancient de- 
mand of Anderson. No fraud or in- 
tended fraud is charged. The credit 
given by the Rasin Fertilizer company 
to Beard was evidenced by the promls- 
sory note which Anderson holds could 
not have prevailed as we have seen 
against the crop mortgage, even had 
it been placed in judgment. A fortiori 
the crop mortgage must prevail where 
the eighteen years’ old chose in action 
has not been placed in judgment at all. 


Against Repose. 


“The referee in bankruptcy has sus- 
tained the validity of this crop mort- 
gage which Beard gave to the Che- 
naults in order to secure means to 
make the very cotton, the proceeds of 
which are now before the court. 

“We think that the law of the state 
and the principles of equity, as well, 
uphold this decision, beside the leisure- 
ly methods adopted by Anderson for 
the enforcement of his eighteen years’ 
old note, while enhancing the charm 
of life where life is happiest in the 
county of Wilkes, are not favored by 
the law. Doubtless Anderson's lon 
and languorous repose has made him 
a happier man. Doubtless it has added 
to his length of days. But ts there not 
the maxim, ‘Vigilantibus et non do-- 
inientibus jura subventunt,’ which, with 
liberal interpretation imports, a eor- 
gia crop mortgage is not conducive *o

MEXICO MUST WAIT 


Formal Athian in Regard to 
China April 8— Resolved on 
Philippines’ Independence. 


Washington, April 3.—President 
Wilson indicated informally today 
what the attitude of this government 
would be toward Mexico, China and 
the Philippines. 

Pending a settlement of affairs in 
Mexico, holding of elections and es- 
tablishment of a stable government, 
recognition probably will be withheld. 
The Chinese republic is to be recog- 
nized April 8, the meeting “day of the 
assembly. Notice of this inten- 
tion has been given to the diplomats 
of allforeign governments represent- 
ed here, 
the other governments errant recogni- 
tion at the same time. 

With respect to the Philippines the 
president intends to see that the 
Pledge of the democratic party for the 
ultimate independence of the islands 
is carried out. He proposes to give 
careful consideration to the appoint- 
ment of a governor general and the 
Philippine commission. 

The president said today that the 
negotiations which Secretary Bryan 
began yesterday with the diplomatic 
corps in regard to China had not yet 
matured, but that an announcement 
could be expected soon. Intimations 
here indicate governments were dis- 
posed to wait until an election was 
held in China and the process of con- 
stitutional government established be- 
fore recognition of the republic. 

Secretary Bryan's note was deliver- 
ed to some of the foreign diplomats 
corps today. 

Secretary Bryan's note was brief 
and in substance like this: 

“The president requests me to notify 
you, and your governments through 
you, of the intention of the United 
States fo recognize the new republic 
China on April 8.” 

The remainder of the note is a brief 
suggestion that all other nations do 
likewise on that day. 

Diplomatists here regard the pro- 
posal for a concerted recognition as an 
action that will clear away any sore- 
ness that may have been created by 
what was called a breach of diplomacy 
recently when the white house an- 
nouncement regarding the six-power 
loan fas published here before the 
foreign governments’ interested had 
been notified.
